which tends to an industrial self-govern- 
ment.

STKUCTIOmSTX. 

Mr. Fehgusox raised a breeze in t ho 
House yesterday by inquiring when 
the dock- committee would be ready to 
report. In the temporary absence of 
the chairman Mr. Smitiii: informed the 
House that the operations of the com- 
mittee had been seriously clogged by 
the nction of the premier in carrying 
away from the commit tee room copies 
of correspondence ; that the committee 
had been hampered in their endeavors 
to secure copies of dispatches which 
ministers held under lock and key ; 
and that tho aim of the government 
would appear to be to prevent any re- 
port being made at all. The premier 
oflered a very lame and somewhat 
boisterous defence, and Mr. Helgksen 
made matters worse, by denying that 
his leader had carried away the corres- 
pondence — a statement which Mr. 
IrALLBKAiTH, who is one of the obstruc- 
tionists, flatly contradicted. In the 
meanwhile Mr. Wilson, chairman of 
the committee, entered the House and 
made things lively for tho premier. 
He endorsed all that Mr. Smith i: had 
said, adding, for tho information of the 
honorable body, that there was not a 
scrap of paper nor a record in a book 
at the lands and workv office to show 
that the last 1000 tons of cement had 
been ordered — the vskole transaction 
having token place hy telephone .' .' The 
premier emerged from the contest con- 
siderably the worse for the wear and 
tear to which he had been exposed 1 1 
was unmistakcably shown that the de- 
lay of the committee in reporting is 
attributable to the obstacles thrown in 
their way by the government, in the 
vain hope of preventing a report being 
made until after t lie estimates have 
been passed. Happily, a majority of 
the House are enabled to see through 
the transparent and discreditable pro- 
ceeding and will take steps to frustrate 
it; and should the government throw 
any further obstacles in the way of the 
committee that lo:ly will report im- 
mediately. They have evidence enough 
to hang (politically, we mean) two of 
the ministers, and make the third blush 
lo bp found in such company. 



EUROPE. 

London, March 17.- -In the com- 
mons this evening the secretary of the 
admiralty submitted an estimate 
of the cost of the navy for 
for 1882-83, placing tho amount at 
£10,383,601. He stated it was also 
proposed to spend on the navy L'80,000 
more than last year, which increase 
would be made by the further sale of 
old ships. 

A correspondent at Berlin telegraphs 
he learns from the best sources that 
Austria has finally determined to an- 
nex Bosnia and Hcrzegovinia for good 
and all, and that during his recent visit 
Count Von Walkenstein made over- 
tures to Bismarck concerning the ques- 
tion, and that Bismarck favors such 
annexation and is using considerable 
pressure to induce the porta to ac- 
quiesce. 

London, March 18. — A. portion of a 
boat washed ashore- on the coast of 
county Kerry bears the name of "City 
of London." 

The boat race between Lewis Gibson 
and Godwin, Hanlan's pilot, from Put- 
ney to Mortlako, was won easily by 
Godwin. 

London, March IS.— A Paris corres- 
pondent believes Bismarck thinks of 
letting matters between Germany and 
Russia take their course. No confi- 
dence he says is felt in Berlin in the 
alleged wish of the czar to remain 
friendly with Germany. 

In commons tho motion of Gorst 
(conservative) praying the queen to 
revoke or alter so much of tho character 
of the British North Borneo Associ- 
ation as gives sanction to slaver v. was 
rejected, 125 to 02. 

Gladstone stated that he had as- 
sumed the responsibility of granting a 
charter to' the British North Borneo 
company. If the company failed to 
abolish slavery the government could 
revoke the charier. Government had 
undertaken no further responsibility 
than they had assumed in tho govern- 
ment of Sarawak. Sir Charles Dilkc, 
under foreign .secretary, said that the 
government's power would enable 
them to go any length to extinguish 
slavery. 

A meeting of the electors of North- 
ampton approved Bradlangh's conduct 
in the house of commons and authoriz- 
ed the executor of the liberal and radi- 
cal union to' sign a petition totlre house 
praying to be heard at the bar in sup- 
port of their claim of the right to be 
represented in the house by the speech 
and vote of a duly elected member.

ADVERTISING- BY AMBASSADOR. 

Tho Clever Trick of a Tea Company 
that was Discovered or Im- 
agine! in Faris. 

According to the Parisian papers tui en- 
terpriaitl" American advertiser has been 
turning tlit.tweiry-two mandarins recent- 
ly on a sort of th r» net mission by tho 
Son of Heaven t" Ml the powers of Amer- 
ica and Europe under the leadership of 
the eminent diplomatist, Clang, cousin 
twonty-five times removed of Prince Kong, 
into animated sandwiches. The Einperir 
of China, it seems, confided them to the 
care of an Englishman long resident in 
the Celestial Empire and familiar with all 
tho languages of modern Europe. When 
tho embassy arrived at Washington this 
Englishman was persuaded by the crafty 
manager of the Chinese-Anglo-Franco- 
American Tea Company, by a promise of 
a liberal share in the profits, to represent 
to the mandarins that "Tho best tea is that 
of the Chinese'-Anglo-Franco-Amei'ican 
Tea Company" was English equivalent of 
"I humbly thank you for the honor you 
you have conferred upon mo" in Chinese, 
and that "it is the only tea that does not 
produco sleeplessness" stood for "may 
you live for a thousand years." On the 
following morning when they were pre- 
sented to President Arthur the president 
delivered a brief and complimentary allo- 
cution. At its conclusion the Mandarin 
Clang replied with solemn emphasis: 

"The best toa is that of the Chinese- 
Anglo-Franco-Amorican Tea Company," 
and tho twenty- twoot her mandarins knock- 
ing their foreheads against tho floor of 
the White House, echoed in chorus: 

"The best tea is, that of the Chinese- 
Anglc-Franco-Amorican Tea Company." 

General Arthur's face expressed his sur- 
prise but the envoys in their inclined po- 
sition did not notice this, and tho delega- 
tion withdrew with another profound 
bow and the valedictory salutation; 

"It is the only tea that does not pro- 
duce .sleeplessness." 

The same performance was gone through 
with at Windsor Castle ; then the treach- 
erous translator having taught the envoys 
that "Le meilleur the est le tho de la 
Societo Chinoise," Ac., was tho proper 
salutation to return to President Grevy 
and their French visitors, they wero tak- 
en to France. Then they wont the round 
of Europe everywhere announcing to roy- 
alty and nobility the excellence of the tea 
in question. The Emperor William, it is 
added, was inclined to bo ugly, thinking 
he wits being insulted, but tho Empress 
calmed his agitation. That tho advertise- 
ment was successful is indicated hy the 
fact that the Company is dividing a month- 
ly profit of 8200,000 among its stockhold- 
ers. 



LAUNCH OF THE GLAD THINGS 
Novol Proceedings. 

The .Seattle Chronicle furnishes the fol- 
lowing particulars of tho ceremonies inci- 
dent to the launch of the new steamer 
Glad Tidings at Hammond's ship yard. 
The boat was decorated with tlags and ban- 
ners. A large open bible was lashed to 
the bow, and a choir of singers occupied a 
position on her upper deck, and sang a 
number of religious airs, among which 
was the following, composed by quite an 
eminent man in Seattle for the launch- 
ing.

In duo time, all was ready, the word 
given, tho ropes wero severed, and tho 
staunch littlo craft glided gracefully down 
tho ways into the water. Instead of break- 
ing a bottle of champagne over her bow, 
as is customary, Mr. Ludlow caused to be 
thrown to the great crowd below hun- 
dreds of tracts, containing biblical quota- 
tions on one side, and the verses of tho 
hymn, which we publish above, on the 
other. When the boat Btruck tho water, 
a flag was unfurled bearing the word 
"Evangel," which is tho name given the 
new boat. This word, according to Webs- 
ter, means "Glad Tidings," which would 
have been a much prettier name for the 
craft, especially as she has been awarded 
the mail contract to Alaska. 

Oregon, 

A story is in circulation in Portland to 
tho effect that Louis Christensen, a sad- 
dler, is charged with tho murder, of Jus 
partner, JaB. Welch, who disappeared in 
July last with £2700 in his possession. 

An Oregonian reporter to-night inter- 
viewed a gentlemen just arrived from 
Wasco county and obtained tho following 
additional particulars of tho recent mur- 
dor and lynching. A piece of land lying 
between the ranch of Crook and Jorry and 
that of Langdon was in dispute, hang- 
don had fenced it. On tho loth instant 
Crooks and Jorry went on the dilputed 
ground and began cutting a tree. When 
half dono thoy wore called to dinner. Up- 
on their return they found Langdon cut- 
ting the same tree with a shotgun near 
him. A quarrel ensued when Langdon 
raised tho gun, discharged both barrels 
and killed tho two men. Tho following 
Friday morning when a deputy shoriff and 
posse approached Langdon's house they 
saw a man riding away. They headed him 
off and ordered him to halt. He obeyed 
and surrendered himself, saying that he 
feared ho would be lynched, and had 
mounted his horse with the intention of 
going to Prinevillo and giving himself up. 
That night he slept on a lounge in the 
parlor of the Jackson House with a guard 
of eight men. When the mob made their 
appearance the posse made no show of re- 
sistance. The deputy sheriff says a blan- 
ket was thrown over his head. Tho opin- 
ion prevails among many that tho posse 
assisted in tho lynching, although they 
promised Langdon and his wife that he 
would bo unharmed. Tho hanging of 
Harrison seems to have boon deliberate 
murder. He was in no way connected 
with Langdon or the killing of Crooks and 
Jorry, but remarked when ho heard of the 
affair: "Well, it's a good thing they were 
killed." He was sleeping in tho Jackson 
House when tho mob approached and 
having heard the shooting dressed and 
went down stairs to the street.

it. Shortly after we commenced work 
we were notified by a letter from Cali- 
fornia powder works that they had ship- 
ped on tho ship Belvidere $;!li00 worth of 
powder. The duty on tho powder was I 
think $900. The freight and other 
charges I don't know. -We considered it 
too great a quantity as the wholo rock ex- 
cavation in caisson chamber, pump wells 
and dock bottom amounted by tho given 
quantities to 23S0 cubic yards so that the 
quantity of powder was too great for that 
amount of work. In that bill of powder 
wo were charged 7i> cents per lb. for 
dynamite, $3.50 per keg for black powder. 
Shortly after wo sent an order to the 
same company for a small amount of 
powder which came to ?107 and the price 
was 12 cents for dynamite and $2.50 per 
keg for black powder. I telegraphed to 
Mr. McNameo that lie had _ better have 
some one to attend to his powder as wo 
did not intend to have anything to do 
with it. I believe the powdor was sold 
by tho customs officers at Nanaimo. Mr. 
Fluntington told me in speaking about 
the powder that Mr. Walkem said to him 
that lie had had a communication from 
Mr. McNamee requesting him to see us 
about taking the powdor; also Mr. Walk- 
em said ho would telegraph to tho cus- 
toms department- at Nanaimo to havo 
them stop tho sale for a few days and 
that we had better take the powdor and 
arrange with Mr. McNamee after- 
wards. 

In your agreement with McNamee and 
Co. of Montreal was thero any payment 
of $15,000 to be made by you to them ? 
A. Yes, we were to pay them $15,000 
twelve months after date of our agree- 
ment and Mr. McNamee was to give us an 
order for the $10,000 deposited as part of 
his security. 

Did Mr. Walkem ever ask you or Mr. 
Huntington for a note for the $15,000 mi 
behalf of McNameo and Co. of Montreal, 
and if so what had he to do with it ? 
A. Yes, Mr. Huntington and myself met 
Mr. Walkem on James Hay bridge Mr. 
Walkem said he had had a letter from 
Mr. McNamee requesting him to ask us 
to make a note for $15,000 payable at the 
Bank of Montreal and they would ar- 
range to get tho money for k Ho said 
Mr. McNamee had largo contracts in tho 
east and employed a great number of men 
for which he had to provide large sums of 
maney to pay for wages; we said nothing 
in reply for a few minutes when Mr. 
Walkem said," what is your answer to it?" 
Huntington said "no, wo would not give 
the note asked for." We then walked 
along, Mr. Huntington and Mr. Walkem 
conversing, but I did not hear what they 
said. 

Did tho partners' of the Montreal firm 
of McNamee and Co. come out here at the 
beginning of tho present year and if so 
what did they come for I A. Yes, they 
came, 1 think sometime in February. 
They said the reason of their coming was 
that" they had received complaints from 
the C. C. that tho work was not progress- 
ing satisfactorily and that they had como 
out to see for themselves, and that thoy 
had come on a friendly visit. Thoy wero 
either two or three day? in town before 
they came to see us. 

Did you go into all matters in connec- 
tion with tho dock with Messrs. Nishand 
Stewart? A. Yes; we discussed a good 
many matters in detail. The progress of 
the work, the moving of the dock site 
from the original site estimated upon. 
Mr. Nish read a portion of tho corres- 
pondence that I brought hore to-day. 
Then Mr. Farwcll read a report of the 
correspondence for him, and Mr. Nish 
even said that wo had a clear case of dam- 
ages against tho government. Tho moving 
of tho dock site without notifying ns we 
complained about when we commenced 
the dock work. We woro not furnished 
with plans for some months after we com- 
menced work. Until we got the plans we 
were not aware of the exact distance tho 
dock site had been moved. The damage 
to us by moving the dock site cannot be 
estimated at present, as it is accruing 
every day and will until the completion of 
the work. All materials for concrete, 
sand, shingle and coarse gravel, cannot be 
landed on the wharf. Had the dock site 
not been moved the concrcto mixer could 
havo stood on the wharf, the sand and 
gravel shovelled direct from the pile into 
the mixer, the shute would have convey- 
ed the concrete right on the work. As it 
is we havo to erect expensive trestle work, 
to build tramways to run the concrete 
mixer on and cars 43 feet t! inches out to 
the wall. Stone and all other materials 
used have to be taken out on those tram- 
ways. Had the dock site not been moved 
with a derrick we could have lifted the 
stone off the wharf and set them in the 
work. The moving of tho dock site en- 
tails double handling of material. I 
would like to speak on the engineer's re- 
port dated 31st Deo. , 1881, to the Chief 
Commissioner. I consider it very incon- 
sistent; it is simply a record of dates and 
very unfair. We, the local contractors, 
contend that we have done all in onr 
power to expedite the work. Mr. Bennett 
made several applications to ns to gel 
sand, gravel and other materials deliver- 
ed on the wharf months before it was re- 
quired. All such material we had made 
preparations for conveying to tho work 
whore we required it. If we could use 
200 tons per day we had the facility for 
bringing it. To have brought the mater- 
ial before we required it would merely 
have been taking up space on the wharf 
that we required for other purposes, and 
would have been more of a hindrance tl-in 
assistance towards forwarding the work. 
I see that Mr. Bennett has not mention- 
ed in his report the frequent applications 
that had been made to him to cross soc- 
tion certain parts of the work which was 
necessary that it should be done before 
we broke ground to enable him to arrive 
at the proper quantities excavated of 
earth and rock; we havo waited upon him 
until we could wait no longer. 1 told our 
engineer to go mi and cross-section that 
work as wo must go on, which he did, and 
.Mr. Bennett plotted it from our engi- 
neer's book and not from the work, as it 
has appeared to| us from the beginning 
that Mr. Bennett has made' it a special 
study to give us all the annoyance that he 
could. In one instance alone, after tak- 
ing the level of the entrance to the duck, 
we built the walls of the entrance to the 
height of seven or eight feet, ho discov- 
ered that in sonic of the colls 
we had not gone deep enough from one 
to live inches. There are different cells 
formed by brick walls in tho foundation 
to entrance of dock which we considered 
unnecessary to do, as it did not add to 
tho stability of the work; it merely put us 
to unnecessary expense in going over that 
part of the work again, to erect staging to 
convey the dirt away for an inch or two; 
we considered it did net interfere with tho 
stability of the work. -On anothor occas- 
ion three sleepers had been loft on the 
bottom, outside of the -foundation, 
they ware bedded solid in tho 
clay, as thousands of tons of clay had rol- 
led ovcrtheni; they were outside of tho 
sea wall foundations, and under the mado 
ground behind tho walls; it was an over- 
sight that thoy wore not taken out; clay 
had been deposited on the top of them tn 



a depth of several feet. Mr. Bonnctt by 
some moans got to know that they were 
there and ordered us to remove tho dirt 
and take them out. On another occasion 
the central pier, about 20 foot square, wo 
had built in s»mo rather unshapely bricks 
in tho centre of pier. They wero hard 
burnt bricks from tho ccntro of the arch 
of the kiln. The following day Mr. Ben- 
nett came down and ordered us to open 
up the work and remove the hard burned 
bricks. It appeared to me to be about as 
unfair and as ungenerous as his report. 
Part of these matters were spoken of to 
Mr. Nish. 

Had you any other conversations with 
Mr. Nish ? A. Mr. Nish called a second 
time to see us mi the works, and came to 
mo while I was on the wharf. Ho asked 
nie to show him the originally intended 
lino of the sea wall. lie quilo agreed 
with me that the change entailed a great 
deal more expenao upon us. He told mo 
to go up to tho office and he would come 
up and arrange matters in regard to a set- 
tlement. I told him that we had cm- 
] ployed an experienced bookkeeper to bal- 
| ance our books and we would be able to 
show him exactly hon we stood. In walk- 
I ing along the wharf he followed mo up to 
where the concrete mixers wero standing. 
I told him thoy were government pro- 
perty. He asked me whero they wore 
made. I told him they wore made at 
Bath, England, and the government sup- 
plied them to the contractors. He turned 
around laughing and asked me who got 
tho commission on them? I told him I 
did not know; it was no part of our busi- 
ness to enquire. I wont up to the olfico 
and waited, but Mr. Nish did not come. 1 
had occasion to go up to town afterwards 
and passed him op tho road. I have never 
seen him sinco and do not know what has 
become of him. 

Mr. Harris — What reasons wore given 
tho contractors by the resident engineer 
for moving tho dock site !. A. Nonowhat- 
ever were given lo us. 

Mr. Helgesen— Please give the dimen- 
sions of the silles which were buried in 
the clay? A. 3 feet inches lonsj, I 
inches by C> sawn timber.

Sas Fkancisco, March 21. 

The Truckee storm is over. Truckee 
is literally buried in snow. Small build- 
ings are out of sight. The snow is piled 
up almost even with the balconies of the 
buildings along Front street. The wholo 
population is out breaking thoroughfares 
and opening up communication with 
neighbors. 

The blockade on the railroad continues 
at thi:> writing (3 p. in.); but prospects 
are that it will be lifted by to-night. The 
snow plow which was fast in drifts at 
Coldstream has been released. There are 
about 300 men at work at Tunnel 13 
clearing away the snow which drifted into 
tho sheds. As far as can he ascertained 
there arc no further broaks in the shuns 
on the line. Tho snow plows under the 
management of'Conductor Avery has had 
a very severe fight with tho elements. 
Thoy have been snowed in two or three 
times and off the track a number of times. 
A dispatch lias just been received that 
they have jumped the track between Blue 
Canon and the tunnel. This may delay 
tho opening a low hours longer. Tho 
oast-bound passenger train is still held at 
Colfax. The west-bound train on its way 
from Reno will reach this place about 4 
p. in. A plow with several engines start- 
ed from hero yesterday p. in., but when 
it reached Prosser Crock, about 7 miles 
from this placo, it got slotted in snow and 
was not released until this a. in. 

Railroad men all say this has been by 
far the hardest storm thoy ever had to 
contend with. The wind blew so strong 
that it. would drift the snow on the track 
as fast as they could plow it out. A plow 
witli six engines will start west from hero 
and go ahead of the passenger laain com- 
ing from the east. 

Tho weather to-day makes the snow 
settlo very fast and renders it more diffi- 
cult to handle whilo it increases the dan- 
ger of breaking sheds and causing snow- 
slides. Every precaution is being taken 
by the railroad company lo prevent dis- 
asters from these sources. 



Sir John Macdonald on tho Import- 
ance of a Map for British Columbia. 

.Mr. llcsson, in moving for copies of all 
maps of Manitoba, tho North-West and 
British Columbia, published by authority 
of the Department of the Interior for the 
year ending December 31st, 1881, and up 
to the present date, stated that the object 
of the motion was to impress upon the 
government tho importance of issuing 
maps of Manitoba and the North-West 
Territory in larger numbers to meet the 
demand for those who are enquiring for 
information respecting that country. 

Sir John Macdonald said tho matter 
was now ongaging tho attention of tho 
Government. About 25,000 of . tho.e 
map3 It ad so far been printed, and a good 
proportion of those had been sunt to Eu- 
rope. It was proposed by the govern- 
ment to issue a considerable number to 
each member, and an arrangement would 
be made with the publisher to soil them 
at cost price to tho booksellers of the 
country. 

Mr. BunsLer said that in this matter an 
injustice had been done to British Col- 
umbia, not one map of that province had 
yet boon issued. 

Sir John Macdonald said he ought, to 
sympathize with his hon. friend as they 
were both from the same province. 
(Laughter.) There was this difference be- 
tween British Columbia and the North- 
west, however, that the latter belonged to 
the Dominion Government, and as they 
wanted to sell these lands thoy had to 
have maps for the purpose But British 
Columbia, with the exception of the rail- 
way belt, belonged to tho Provincial Le- 
gislature, and it was that Legislature that 
ought to prepare the map for all those 
portions not within the belt to bo convey- 
ed under the arrangement for a subsidy 
to the Canada Pacific. The limits of that 
belt would shortly bo settled, and then as 
the railway progressed maps would be 
prepared hy] the Dominion Covcrnmcnt 
and the lauds would bo thrown into the 
market. Tho motion was carried.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATIVE AS- 
SEMBLY. 

FIFTH SESSION. 



Ti Ksii.w, March 21. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2.03 
p. m. 

Right Rev. Bishop Cridge read prayers. 

1'lUVn.EOE, 

Mr. Ferguson rose to a question of 
privilege, The dock committee had been 
sitting for four weeks and would likely be 
sitting four weeks longer. He thought it 
nothing but right that the chairman 
should report once or twice a week; for if 
tho committee did not report before tho 
prorogation of the House il would bo 
very dotrimcnt.il to the best interests of 
tlie province. 

Mr. Sinithu wai obliged to the hon. 
member for Cariboo for bringing this 
matter before the Mouse. I n behalf of 
the chairman, who was not present, he 
might be allowed to say that the commit- 
tee was working with commendable in- 
dustry and harmony. It would bo ad- 
visable for the committee to report to the 
House from time to time and then pro- 
sent a tinal report. The coininitee had 
not met with that assistance which they 
should have met witli from sonic mem- 
bers of the government. In fact, every 
obstacle had been thrown in the way of 
the committee, lie had intended yes- 
terday to rise to a question of privilege 
only that tlie House had adjourned be- 
fore he had an opportunity of doing so. 
He then statod how tin- committee had 
been retarded in their investigations — in 
tho land office particularly, it had been 
considorod advisable to divide the com- 
uiitto and examine correspondence in the 
L. and W. office and in the provincial 
secretary's office at th i same time. On 
Saturday they could iioi get into (In- 
land ollice because it was a half holiday 
and the office was closed. There were 
several letters that had not been collected 
by Mr. Bennett in the provincial secre- 
tary's office, as stated by Mr. Walkem. 
On Monday, nut having any tiling particu- 
lar to do while Mineral Pull was before 
the House, ha made application to the 
Surveyor General to see certain loiters 
and was informed that he could not be 
permitted to see the letters without the 
authority of tho chief commissioner. The 
chief commissioner, when appealed to, 
said that tlie letters could not be produced 
without an order from the chairman of 
the committee. Tiii» order was obtained 
and the surveyor general said it being 
rather infra i/i;/ for him to v,, , over to see 
Mr. Walkem the messenger should do it. 
Mr. Walkem informed the messenger thai 
he had not time to attend to tlie matter 
and so he (Mr. S.) could not see the cor- 
respondence after spending a longtime 
in endeavoring to do so. Ot her instances 
were given of obstructions being put in 
tho way of members of tho committee par- 
ticularly with regard to a voucher that was 
wanted. Mr. Heaven had informed the 
committee that an order must be pro- 
duced from the chairman for that pur- 
pose On all hands obstacles had been 
thrown in the way of tin- committee. 
Anothor matter was, that yesterday the 
reporters of the daily papers were in at- 
tendance to copy correspondence. The 
committee decided that the letters should 
bo published consecutively. The corres- 
pondence on one side was ready and 
might have been copied. The chief com- 
missioner objected (ill copies of letters 
had been verified and without any author- 
ity whatever he took the letters that had 
been in possession of the committee for 
some time away, saying he would bo back 
in half an hour when the reporters could 
go on with thoir work. A day passed and 
the correspondence had not. yet been re- 
turned to the committee. He was glad 
of the opportunity of informing the House 
and the country what obstacles had been 
thrown in the way of tlie investigation. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem explained the mat- 
ters that had been mentioned. A bundle 
of letters was produced that hi? said had 
been in the hands of tiie clerk from the 
commencement of tho investigation. 

Mr. Smitho Those are not the letters 
spoken of. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem went, mi at con- 
siderable length to defend his course on 
the charges laid against him. To his 
utter horror ho found yesterday morning 
that the committee woro going to publish 
one side of the correspondence and nut 
the other. He charged the committee 
with taking out some of the letters . He 
asserted that ho took the letters in ques- 
tion with the consent of the chairman 
and that gentleman would not. deny it. 
He had refused to furnish letters referr- 
ing to Reed Bros', claim which was still 
pending and involved some 840,000 or 
$42,000 of the public money. He had 
declined furnishing tho correspondence 
on that account. The surveyor general 
was exculpated in his conduct to the 
committee. Tho chairman had gone into 
the land office and demanded those let- 
ters and he had boon obliged to protect 
i bat officer in tho discharge of his duty. 
He again assorted that ho had given the 
committee every possible facility f-n- in- 
vestigal ion. 

Mr. Wilson, as chairman of t ho dock 
committee would say a word or two with 
regard to the Reed Bros, correspondence, 
lie had said a short time ago that he 
would apply to tho House for these papers 
for the information of the committee and 
in company with Mr. Harris lie had gone 
to tin- office to examine correspondence 
in order to save time. Mr. Smitho and 
Mr. Galbraith had also boon detailed for 
the same purpose. Ha was rathor amused 
at the way the chief commissioner had 
spoken of A/s correspondence. That cor- 
respondence was tho property of the 
House and tho country and not that of 
the. chief commissioner. Quite a number 
of letters woro found in the provincial 
secretary's office that had not been sont 
down, fully showing that tho cement sent 
out from England in 187-1 and 187n was 
only for present, purposes. They also 
wished to see tho correspondence with 
reference to ordering cement during the 
(last few months and they wore astonished 
to find out that there had been no cor- 
respondence at all on the subject, but 
that about 1000 tons of cement had 
boon ordered by "telephone." There 
was not a scrap of writing to show for 
spending so many thousands of dollars of 
public money. The committee was dis- 
posed to allow the reporters to copy one 
side of the correspondence while tho 
other letters were being verified. He had 
no idea whatever that the chief commis- 
sioner was taking away tho lettors flint 
had been before tho committee for days. 
The chief commissioner had certainly 
promised to send thorn back in half-an- 
hour; but like so many other promises of 
that gentleman it had not boon kopt. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem rose again to ex- 
plain, asserting that nothing better could 
be expected from the last speaker. It 
was the nature of the animal. Ho assert- 
ed that there had boon no sharp practice. 
The letters were, said to be wanted by the 
voportors ho that the reporters wero put. 
before the country in thi-i matter. The 



chairman had made a great mistake, in 
fact he was a conspicuous failure, every- 
way. 

Mr. Ferguson was astonished at the 
false statement that had been mado by 
the chief commissioner. [Hear.] 

Mr. Smitho asked the consont of the 
House to make a few moro remarks on 
what had fallen from the chief commis- 
sioner, who had informed the committee 
that all the correspondence had been sup- 
plied to the committee, while much 
of importance had been left behind in the 
provincial jsecrotar-y's olfico for tho purpose 
of throwing the committee oil' the track. 
The letters that had been submitted con- 
i tained nothing of importance, while 
those of the utmost importance had been 
kept back. There were others, too, of great 
importance that had not been found. He 
had given tho numbers of many that were 
wanted, and yesterday the deputy pro- 
vincial secretary had sent down tho num- 
bers of certain letters that had been found 
and some were letters that were wanted. 
What the chief commissioner had said 
about facilitating the investigations of the 
committee was entirely wrong. Ho fully 
agreed with t ho member for Victoria 
city that the letters belonged to the 
country, and that every member of the 
House had a right to go to any of the of- 
ficers and demand anything that he wish- 
ed to sec. What the committco wanted 
on Monday morning was tho correspond- 
ence sent by tho local contractors to the 
L. and W. otlice. That correspondence 
had been with the committee for sonic 
time, and he again asserted that the chief 
commissioner did promise to bring the 
correspondence back in half -an-hour, 
which he did not do nor had he yet done 
so. The House had commissioned tho 
committee to enquire into all matters 
connected with the drydock; and the cof- 
ferdam belonged to that investigation. 11 
thero had boch any reservation at all the 
House should have specified tlie reserva- < 
lion. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Llolgescn contended that the chief 
commissioner had ailbrded every facility 
to tho committee in prosecuting their en- 
quiries; and that all ho had said was per- 
fectly correct, lie was surprised at the 
chairman of ihe committee saying that 
the letters were taken away without his 
consent. As far as the reporters were 
concerned he thought that the House 
would do right to prevent any further re- 
porting. The committee were only mi 
the threshold of the investigation yet. 
(Hear, hear and laughter,) 

Mr. Wilson explained that he was un- 
aware that the chief commissioner had 
the lettors referred to when he nodded his 
head in assent. 

Mr. Armstrong, referring to the asser- 
tion of the hon. member for Esquimalt 
thatjthojeommittee was only on tho throsh- 
liold of tlie investigation, wished to know 
from the chairman when a report would 
be ready. 

Mr. Wilson slated in reply that ho 
hoped lo have a report for the House 
some time next week. 

Mr. Galbraith remarked that although 
he was opposed to tho committee at first 
yet he was now glad that the investiga- 
tion had been ordered. The chief com- 
missioner had certainly taken the corres- 
pondence, but it was with the consent of 
the chairman. Ho then gave his version 
of tho matter. Tho chief commissioner 
had also said he would bring some of it 
back in half-an-hour so that the reporters 
could go on copying it. 

Mr. Harris remarked that with regard 
to the letters that had been taken away 
the chief commissioner had promised to 
bring some of it back in half-an-hour so 
that the reporters could go to work. The 
remarks of the chairman and Mr. Smitho 
with respect to what had occurred in the 
laud ollice were perfectly correct and he 
corroborated them entirely. (Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Heaven explained the delay 
that Mr. Smitho said bad occurred with 
reference to the 'voucher there had been 
some dillieu-lty in obtaining. The voucher 
in question was a receipt fur money, and 
it was not right that it should leave the 
treasury without his (Mr. Beaven's) con- 
sent. The duties of the finance minister 
were then enumerated. Ho was, among 
other things, to take charge and keep 
safely all the documents in connection 
with that otlice. 

Mr. Wilson remarked that the commit- 
tee had been informed that Mr. Walkem 
and Mr. Heaven had been rummaging 
among the papers before the committee 
went up to examine them. 

Hon. Mr. Bcavon denied the assertion 
and wont on at some length to defend his 
conduct. He contended that ho was in duty 
bound lo exonerate his officers as he was 
responsible for thoir actions. 

.Mr. Galbraith took exception to tlie 
statement of Mr. Wilson that the minis- 
ter of finance and chief commissioner had 
been rummaging among papers. What 
was said was that the finance minister 
had taken away a paper. 

Mr. Smitho further explained the rum- 
maging statement, adding that tho vouch- 
or was of no service as it was black; and 
charred and would not bear its own 
weight. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven again attempted to 
explain how the voucher had been char- 
red, but was called to order. 

Mr. Mara was much surprised to hear 
I hat the committee was only on the thresh- 
hold of tho enquiry. The lips of hon. 
members were sealed till the report was 
ready. This report should be in before 
the estimates aro brought down (hoar, 
hear.) Witli that object in view tho 
House should adjourn so as to enable t ho 
committee to sit longer and oftcner. 
(Cries of "no, no," from the ministerial 
side of the House.) 

Mr. Walkem contended that the com- 
mittee could have got, through with their 
work during the first adjournment. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys "remarked that 
original documents should never be al- 
lowed to leave the government offices. 
Ho was pleased to find that the deputy 
head of his department had been exoner- 
ated from all blame as to throwing im- 
pediments in the way of the investigation. 
So far as he (Mr. Humphreys) was con- 
cerned ho was ready to present to tho 
House copies of all correspondence in his 
department respecting the Esquimalt 
graving dock. 

SCHOOL COMMITTEE.

Hon. Mr. Walkem wishod to have the 
clause parsed, and if amendments were 
uoeosaary they could be inserted after- 
wards. 

Mr, Mara protested against the attor- 



ney general endeavoring to push the bill 
through in such a manner. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem remarked that the 
bon. gentleman was often asking to have 
clauses laid over and thoy were not taken 
up again for days and wcoks. 

Mr. Mara objected to the remarks of 
the attorney general. Ho had never put 
off clauses in the manner thai had been at- 
tributed to him. He had a right to object 
to a matter that affected his constituents, 
and besides his hon. colleague wished 
to have it laid over. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem— Oh ! if the lato C. 
C. of L. & W. wishes to have the claim 
laid over it is a different thing and he had 
no objection, as that hon. gentleman 
nevorplacedobstructions in the way of the 
passage- of bills. 

Mr. Vernon thanked the hon. gentle- 
man for the compliment and remarked 
that his hon. colleague, Mr. Mara; was 
the last man in the house to place obsta- 
cles in tho way of legislation. 

Mr. Smitho remarked that the stric- 
tures of the hon, attorney general which 
ho had applied to his friend (Mr. Mara) 
were entirely uncalled for and out of 
place. Mr. Mara had always been too 
conciliatory and had never sought to ob- 
struct legislation in any way. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that on the 
whole Mr. Mara had been a protty good 
boy; but sometimes clauses had been laid 
over in the manner he had spoken of for 
a length of time. 

Mr. Mara cared as little for the com- 
pliments of the attorney general ns lie did 
for his censure. 

The clause was ultimately laid over for 
further consideration on motion of air. 
Mara. 

House adjourned till Wednesday at 2 
p. m.

Marine. 

The mail .steamship Idaho vena libeled 
at Seattle on Sunday for a nebt of §lti, 
alleged to be due Charles Chris topherson, 
a sailor. Tho Pod-Intelligencer says the 
origin and sequel to the trouble is as fol- 
lows: While the steamer was at Tacoina 
Christopherson and tho second officer had 
some trouble; and finally caino to blows, 
tho sailor getting severely beaten. For 
this the inato was arrested and on convic- 
tion was lined £35 and costs, amounting 
to S42 all told. Tho sailor consumed a 
day ashore in prosecuting the case, and 
when ho came on board again lie and the 
mate had some more trouble, which re- 
sulted in the sailor being severely pun- 
ished. When Capt. Hay ward heard of 
the matter he ordered the purser to make 
up tho man's account , so that ho could 
put him off the ship. There were ten 
days' pay duo him, but tho captain, ac 
cording to his code of justico, directed 
tho purser to deduct two days from the 
ten for the one that he was absent from 
the ship, and the purser tendered (ho 
man 810. This ho declined, and" placed 
tho matter in Judge Burke's hands. Not 
wishing to take any advantage of tho cap- 
tain, Judge Burke sent his clerk on board 
the' steamer before taking proceedings 
against him, to persuade him to settle 
the matter, but tho captain instead of set- 
tling ordored tho clerk ashore. Mr. 
Burke then, on a special showing, secured 
a writ of libel, and as the ship was about 
to cast off, sheriff McGraw took charge of 
her, and it was not until the captain gave 
bonds that the Idaho could proceed. 
Capt. Hayward, in an intcrviow with our 
reporter, claimed that lie didn't know 
Mr. Hilton's (Judge Burke's clerk) busi- 
ness, and that if he had he would have 
treated him with courtesy, but regarding 
him as a "shystor lawyer," he had him 
put off the ship. Judge Burke is very 
indignant over the treatment given his 
clerk, and threatens to mako things very 
lively and thoroughly interesting to the 
captain before he gets through witli the 
caso. 

Brig Hazard, Capt. Miller, V2 days 
from San Francisco, reached tho H. P..
